(2 Kings 1:1*14). He wa* captain of the Syrian arm y , a great 
m an with his m aster, and honorable, but he was a “ leper ’ (verse 
I), and that spoiled it all 
T here are many great men today, who also are “ honnrabto ” 
But if they a re sinners that spoils it all. The toper was cere­ 
monially unclean (le v itic u s 14*. His flesh was full of sores, the 
fingers rotted off. tongue cracked open, and he was not allow 
ed to associate with other people. Sin of the soul is like leprosy 
of the body in that it defiles the mind and conscience, the he?rf 
and soul — the whole inner m an (Titus 1:15). Only God could 
cure N aam an of his leprosy, and only Christ, the “ G reat Physi­ 
cian .” can cure the sin sick soul. However, in his efforts to get 
healed of his leprosy N aa m an m ade m any m istakes. Som etim es 
people today m ake the sam e m istakes in trying to be cleansed of 
sin. 
HE W ENT TO THE WRONG PARTY 
The Jewish m aid in N a a m a n ’s home told her m istress that 
there was a “ prophet” in Israel who could heal N aam an of his 
leprosy. However, at the suggestion of the king of Syria. N aam an 
went to the ‘ king” of Israel, the wrong party. The maid said 
nothing about the king of Israel being able to heal anyone (2 
Kings 5:4 6). 
Likewise, m any sinners now go to the wrong parties and places 
in seeking salvation. Some m ake the m istake of going to the Priest 
to be “ absolved” from the guilt of sin, when no m an has the po a cr 
to forgive sin (M att. 9.1 IO). Christ is our only m ediator <1 Tim. 
2:5-6!. Others m ake the m istake of going to the old law of Moses 
to find the term s of salvation for the C hristian age. But we are 
not under the old covenant law (Col. 2:14; Eph. 2:14 16: Hum 
6 14; 7:1 4; 2 Cor 3:6; Gal. 1:4). Christ is now the author of sal 
vation (Heb. 5:8 9; 12:1-3). We m ust go to Christ and the New 
T estam ent (More next week).

Veterans, New Terms 
For Senators Studied 


COLUMBUS, Ohio tft-T w o state 
Issues—both proposed constitution­ 
al 
amendments—* 'll 
face 
Ohio 
voters next Tuesday. 
One proposes * state bonus for 
veterans of the Korean conflict. 
The other would provide four-year 
—instead of tw o-year-term * for 
atate senators. 
The Korean bonus must be of­ 
fered to the voters as a constitu­ 
tional amendment because financ­ 
ing it requires a bond issue far 
in excess of Ohio’s $750,000 debt 
limit as set by the Ohio Constitu­ 
tion. 
If a majority of those voting on 
the Koraen bonus proposal favor 
it, the state will be authorized to 
issue up to 90 million dollars in 
bonds. These would be retired b> 
a special levy on real and persona 
property. 
The 
bonus 
proposal 
provides 
pavments of up to $400 to legal 
residents of Ohio who served in 
the armed forces between .hint’ 
25. 1950. and July 1953. Those dates 
represent the beginning and ending 
of hostilities in Korea. 
Payments would be $10 for each 
month of domestic service and $15 
for each month of foreign service 
—but with a $400 maximum. An 
estimated 280,000 veterans would 
be eligible for the payments. 
Ohio provided 
similar bonuses 
for veterans of both Worlds Wars 
The World War I bonus bonds long 
ainee have been retired.

Two years ago, Ohio voters re­
